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SOUTH AFRICANS BEAT 
BOHEMIANS. 


The visit of the South African Tourists’ Assocla- 
tion team to Dalymount on Saturday attracted an 
appreciative crowd, which gave the season a good 
send-off. Litile was known of the abilities of the 
visitors, and the fact that they were playing 
toggiher as a team for the first time.more or less 
enhanced interest in their display, and made the 
issue problematical Individually the side were 
reckoned good, and, as matters subsequently 
turned out, expectations were justified, They 
beat Bohemians by 4 goals to 2, and the result 
does not over-estimate their superiority. Bohemians 
relied on practically last season’s team, from 
which, hewever, Kerr, at full-back, and Willets,

II 
Ireland’s Crops. 


While every allowance must be made 
for the perennial jeremiads of inveterate 
pessimists, there seems to be no doubt 
that the early promise of a good harvest 
in Ireland is not likely to be fulfilled. 
The exceptionally rainy summer has 
played havoc with the crops in many parts 
of the country. This year the vagaries of 
the weather have been more baffling than 
they have been for severd] years, and the 
unfortunate farmers, already harassed by 
heavy taxes and high costs, are faced now 
with very serions loss. In the North-West 
especially the potato crop has been a 
partial failure. Blight has appeared in some 
districts, while throughout the country, 
North and South, the abnormal rainfail 
has affected the quality of the potatoes. 
We do not believe that Ireland is 
threatened with a recurrence of the priva- 
tions of “ Black '47,” but undoubtedly the 
peasantry in the poorer ~parts of the 
country are confronted wth a very cheer- 
less outlook. In West Limerick, appa- 
rently, there have been only six consecu- 
tive dry days since the beginning of June. 
Some of the farmers managed to save their 
hay in time, but in the majority of cases 
the hay crop has been extremely bad, with 
the result that next spring owners of milch 
herds will find themselves in a very diffi- 
cult position In some areas cows are 
eating hay already in consequence of the 
poor quality of the grass, while several 
creameries report a heavy fall during 
‘July and August in the supplies of milk. 
Oats also are poor. There is plenty of 
straw, but the ears are badly nourished ; 
and, furthermore, the rain has destroyed 
large crops both of oats and of wheat. 
In the West of Ireland, where distress is 
virtually chronic, the people are suffering 
real hardship as a result of the bad 
harvest, and there is almost certain to be 
a lack of foodstuffs during the winter 
months. The farmer still is at the mercy 
of the weather. Skill and science can 
achieve much, but they cannot order the 
moods of the elements, and to-day, with 


all the advantages of agricultural develop- 
SPORTING Ri 


ment, at his service, the tiller of the soil 
must watch the skies with the same fearful 
forebodings which have been the farmer’s 
lot since Adam delved, Many fantastic 
theories have been advanced to explain the 
phenomenon of this summer’s weather. 
Some blame the Martians, who, they say, 
are trying to get into communication with 
the éarth-dwellers, and, apparently, are 
using shower and storm\Nas some kind of 
substitute for the Morse code. Others, 
whose fancy does not fly so far, attribute 
it all to “broadcasting ’’; but the farmer 


scheme is only in an early stage at present, 
and it is too soon to prophesy as regards 
its development., It seems certain, how- 
ever, that some step will be taken to fight 
the American monopoly and rid the 
cinematographs of the ‘ Americanising ' 


for so long. 


Petrol. 


Some remarkable figures have been pub- 
lished concerning the dévelopment of the 
petrol trade in Great Britain since the 
first petrol “tanker ’’ arrived in a British 
port twenty-two years ago. The import of 
petrol in bulk did not begin until 1903, 
when Britain imported 33,000 tons of 
petrol; in 1913 the trade had increased 
tenfold to 342,000 tons, while last year all 
“records’’» were broken with 1,341,000 
tons. The motor car has proved to be 
probably the most useful product of the 
twentieth century, and without petrol the 
motor car is useless. When Mr. Lan- 
chester built his famous twelve miles an 
hour machine in 1896 he was forced to buy 
his petrol from a chemist in bottles, and 
it was not until the motor car became a 
“commercial proposition,’’ as the Ameri- 
cans say, that the possibilities of the 
petrol trade began to be realised. 
Fortunes have been made and lost in this 
precious fluid. Its romance has been 
greater even than the romance of Fl 
Dorado or Klondyke; and we still are 
only at the beginning. 
States every seventh citizen possesses a 
motor car; in the British Isles the ratio is 
one in forty-three, and the day seems to 
be at hand when the aeroplane will be 
almost as ubiquitous as its less pre- 
tentious progenitor.

The signing of the London Agreement 
took place yesterday without any of the 
ceremony which has marked the conclusion 
of some former treaties. There was a 
brief meeting of the Ambassadors and 
Ministers in the private room ofg the 
Secretary of State at the Foreign Office, 
and in a few minutes the end was reached 
of negotiations which opened m London 
six weeks ago and passed through many 
critical moments before arriving at an 
agreement. Those who signed yesterday 
did so as instruments of their Govern- 
ments, and there was none of the anima- 
tion and discussion which was a feature 
of the meetings of the delegates who 
negotiated the Treaty. The proceedings were 
of the most formal character. Each repre- 
sentative signed, and the work was 
finished. It only now remains to be seen 
whether the agreement will work out in 
practice in the manner in which those who 
made it anticipated. 

German occupied territory will see the 
first effects of the signing of the Agree- 
ment. By the undertaking given by 
France and Belgium economic evacuation 
need not take place until 22nd- October, 
but there is reason to believe that it 1s 
the intention to restore the whole of the 
Dortmund region to the Reich in both an 
economic and military sense. No orders 
have yet been issued to the troops, buf 
communications have been passing between 
Paris and Brussels, and both countrief 
are in favour of an evacuation of this area.

The Government's Troubles.

League of 
Nations meeting, that Mr. Thomas 1s cur- 
tailing his tour in South Africa, and that 
Mr. Clynes has entirely abandoned his 
visit to the East., The Boundary Bill 
may, or may not, necessitate Parliament's 
meeting on September 30th. In the event 
of agreement between North and South 
the recess will be prolonged until a month 
later. But it is not Irish affairs that will 
mostly’ threaten aries 
Conservative feeling is inclining to the 
view that to reject the Bill would be a. 
tactical blunder, the better course being 
to await the report of the Commission. 
The precipitation of a general election is 
expected to be effected by other causes.

certain details of the London Agreement, 
and may be taken as expressing the views 
of his leader, Mr. Asquith. In ordinary 
circumstances, his speech. would be 
accepted as a direct challenge to the 
Government to be pursued to extremes on 
the first favourable opportunity, but nowa- 
days Liberals have a habit of voicing 
threats which suddenly change to support 
when the division bells: begin to ring.

The Imperial Future. 


Troy fell because Cassandra was not 
believed, the old tag says; in our days 
"the Cassandras find believers enough, but 
our cities stand. Mr. H. G. Wells, who 
would seem to be a relative of the fat boy 
in “Pickwick,” and is ever seeking to 
make our flesh creep, now prophesies 
anew, and tells us that in fifty years’ 
time the British Empire will have ceased 
| to be, and London, all her glory gone, will 
be a second Constantinople, fallen from 
the rank of gweat cities. There was a 
man who heard that parrots lived a 
hundred years, and bought one to see if 
it would do so; only such an optimist 
could hope definitely ‘to disprove Mr. 
Wells's conjecture, but we think that few 
will be persuaded to share his gloom. If 
prophecies could kill, Britain would have 
perished long ago. She survived the 
Armada; Napoleon s net was spread for 
her in vain; and even the terrific conflict 
that shattered four empires and the revo- 
lutions which shook the social fabric of 
the world failed to break the island Power. 
The future has its difficulties and perils; 
but there never was a time when ceaseless 
vigilance was not the price of security. 
To enumerate Britain’s problems, as does 
Mr. Wells, is not to show that she is 
doomed to defeat in grappling with them.. 
Her Empire is distributed over five Con- 
tinents, and forms no natural strategic 
unit; the progress of the Mediterranean 
Powers has imperilled her sea routes; 
aviation has rendered her island integrity 
vulnerable. These facts, however, are but 
the new conditions of a problem that was 
always difficult ; and since, by the arduous 
genius of her people, Britain came out of 
all her crises hitherto the stronger for 
them, there need be no fear for her future 
while her spirit is unbroken. If Britain 
be Britain still, she will still prevail.

The Price of Coal.

POSITION. OF NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


With reference to the new Customs Tax of 
Sd. to be imposed on goods and. parcels 
entering the Irish Free State as from 
September Ist, 1924, the Ministry of Commerce 
of Northérn Ireland desires to remind traders 
and the general public in Great Britain that 
Northern Ireland remains part of the British 
Customa Union, and that goods entering 
Northern Ireland are not subject to this 
siditiona] taxation. So far as consignments 
» the Six Parliamentary Counties of Antrim, 
Down, Armagh Tyrone, Fermanagh, and 
Londonderry are concerned, no customs duties 
whatsoever are payable, in so far as those 
goods emanate bas any town or port in 
Great Britain. hus, goods consigned’ from 
London to Belfast are not subject to customs 
taxation. any more than goods consigned 
from London to Cardiff. -

A most unusual precedent in budgeting pro-. 
cedure was thus set up, and importers in the 
Saorstat were not slow in availing of the 
period of nine days accorded them to glut the 
Saorstat with imported footwear. Again, the 
slight tariff actually imposed as from the 5th | 
May last compares very unfavourably. with the 
fiscal arrangements made by, say, the South. 
African and Australian Governments. A pro- 
clamation of the 14th July, 1922, prohibited 
the importation into the Union of South 
Africa until further notice of boots and shoes | 
made of leather or of which leather is the’ 
chief constituent part, except under permit, 
issued by the Commissioner of Customs. 
Again, for Australia a general ad valorem 
tariff of 45 per cent. was imposed on boots, 
shoes, slippers, clogs, patens and other foot- 
wear of any material, boot and shoe uppers 
and tops, cork, leather or other socks and 
soles. The British preferential tariff was: 
fixed’ at 35 per cent. ad valorem. Still, as a 
direct result of the imposition of the 15 per 
cent. ad valorem tax on footwear imported 
into the Saorstat sixty additional workers 
were emploved in the Lee Boot Manufacturing. 
Company, Ltd., and steps are being taken to. 
instal additional and more up-to-date plant 
and machinery in another Irish boot factory. 
CANDLES AND SOAP. 

On the 26th April last the Minister for 
Finance announced that as from July Ist a 
10 per cent. ad valorem duty would be col- 
lécted on imported candles. In this case the 
Minister gave two clear months’ notice to all 
foreign manufacturers to glut the Saorstat 
with their candles and hight-lights, as the 
10 per cent. ad valorem tax would be levied 
on such imports sixty-five days after the 26th 
April last. Irish importers of foreign candles 
and nighf-lights and foreign manufacturers of 
same have not been slow in availing of the 
most unusual concession. A similar conces- 
sion was granted to foreign soap manufac- 
turers. They were also given sixty-five days 
to glut the Irish market with their products. 
Although the import statistics for the 
month of June are not yet avail- 
able, it is sufficient to “point out 
that the import of soap for the month 
of May exceeded the pionthly average for the 
four months January to April by over 760 
per cent. One firm of soap and candle manu- 
facturers has informed us that the postpone- 
ment of the application of the duty on im- 
ported soap and candles has crippled their 
‘industry for a year. 

HE WOOLLEN INDUSTRY. 

The British Board of Trade returns reveal 
the fact that woollens and worsteds are largely 
replacing cotton goods as wearing appare! in 
Far Eastern countries. China and Japan have 
purchased this year almost one-third of British 
shipments of woollen piece ds consigned to 
places outside Great Britain. © Close on a 
quarter of the total exports of British worsted 
cloths have also been purchased by the Far 
Kast. While Great Britain is opening up new 
markets for her woollens and worsteds, it is 
to be feared that Irish manufacturers are not 
showing either the same initiative or enter- 
prise in extending their export trade. For 
the first five months of the present year 
Saorstat manufacturers of woollen and 
worsted yarns and piece goods exported goods 
to the value of only £141,000. Unlike the 
Scottish woollen manufacturers, the Irish mill- 
owners are very slow in organising as a body 
and advertising as a unit in foreign trade 
journals and publications. The home market 
is even lost to them, as for the first five 
months of the present year over £726,000 
worth of woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures were imported. By. securing the 
home market alone Irish woollen mills would 
be very profitably employed. Without a 
tarifi in the near future there is. little doubt 
their existénce as a productive unit: will be 
seriously threatened. | 

Almost all foreign countries have impose 
tariffs averaging from 40 to £0 per cent. ad 
valorem. On woollen yarns entering United 
States markets and on uanwoyen = fabrics. 
blankets, clothing, articles of wearing apparel 
of every description, carpets, rugs, etc., a 
tariff averaging from 40 to 50 per cent. is 
levied, in addition to a further duty per 
pound upon the wool contents of the imported 
goods. Australia imposes a tariff varying from 
50 “per cent. to 45 per cent. on ‘all woollen 
piece goods -or articles containing wool enter- 
ing Australian. markets. Canada’ imposes 
tariffs varying from, 15 per cent. to 25 per 
‘cent. on women’s and children’s dress goods 
made of wool. on blankets a tariff varying 
from 22) to 35 per cent., on flannels 20 to 35 
per cent.. on woollen fabrics: for wearing 
apparel and ready-made clothing 274 per cent. 
to 35 per cent: ad valorem, etc. Belgium, 
France, and practically-all European countries 
protect the home markets in favour of native 
manufacturers.

Without. that we cannot, for 
example,.remove the primitive discredit. of the 
moss-grown ruins in the main thoroughfare of 
Ireland's capital city, nor remedy the . ex- 


| tortionate cost of living, nor reduce our’ un- 


precedented unemployment, nor even spread 
the Gaelic Janguage, much ‘less achieve that 
far higher and: harder task of bringing about 
national union. 

It séems indispenable- that our’ two Irish 
Governments, who are to-day. respon- 
sible in this matter, should agree te put that 
common objective in the forefront of. their 
respective agenda, and honestly to work 
towards it, without any sacrifice of principle 
or admission ‘of’ interference, and with full 
reserve as to the form and date of thé eventual: 
result. It is fairly obvious that, in adminis- 
trative action particularly, each Government 
could largely. facilitate eventual political 
union, especially, though not exclusively, in 
the domain of economics. In this connection,’ 
however, one special duty devolves upon the 
Northern Government. Every impartial on- 
looker will agree that they are morally bound 
to follow the example set by. the Free State 
Government in the matter of political, as. well 
as. religious, toletation .-by meting ont 
administrative (and not merely legislative) 
equality of treatment to all citizens, irrespec- 
tive of political or religious opinions. (I write 
as a Protestant and also, in harmony with 
Gaelic tradition, as a Monarchist, but, never- 
theless, a loyal citizen of the Free State.) If 
the Northern Government had the moral 
courage to sweep away all existing adminis- 
trative inequalities, and to accotd to 
Nationalists and Catholics who showed respect, 
even if not predilection, for the official 
Northern flag, a fair share in the work of 
administration, that act of bold statesmanship 
would carry us more than half-way 
road to national unity. Incidentally it. would 
reduce the present absurdly exaggerated’ dis- 
pute to its simplest expression. 

Ae regards this boundary-shifting question, 
representing a joint Irish effort. to. shirk 
reality and pursue a shadow, every. i i 
of the Northern Government is arbitrary,, 
while that of the: Free State Government is 
strictly legal. Both Governments may, how: 
ever, taxed with a degree-of exaggeration 
which brings them fairly into. line with the 
least intelligent of their respective electoral 
supporters. “The Northern Government’ pro- 
fess to regard the present. makeshift Now co 
as having been ordained by some eleventh 
commandment, and therefore beyond reach of 
human discussion. The Free, State. Govern- 
ment solemnly liken the question of its ,tem- 
porary readjustment to the delimitation of 
permanent rontiers between quite separate 

ontinental nations. - Both. of thése exaggera- 
tions tend to confirm and ‘sanctify Ireland's 
| political disunion. as “hé 

Far more worried in reality than either 
Irish Government over this dispute are the 
British Government themselves, who have 
clearly contracted an obligation which they 
cannot satisfactorily discharge. No mere 
paper decision or formula can solve the diffi- 
culty, and violence is unthinkable. Com- 
promise in this dispute, which is merely a 
petty incident of the greater question of Irish 
national unity, seems, therefore, inevitable. 
The Free State Government might, I think, 
very well consent to a long adjournment of 
their strictly legal, but nationally worthless, 
claims, in exchange for material compensation 
by the British Government and moral com- 
aca yoi by the Government of Worthern

DUNDEE RELINQUISHES FEATHER: 
WEIGHT TITLE. 

NEW YORK (by Mail. 
the world’s featherweight title 
for thirteen months Johnny Dundee, the veteran 
Italian boxer, has notified the State Athletic 
Commission that he has decided to relingqnjsh it as 
he cannot make the 126 pound limit without 
jeopardizing his fighting ability. After accepting 
Dundee’s withdrawal so granting his reguest, that 
it take temporary charge of the crown, the 
Commission announces it will authorise a tournament 
to determine a new featherweight champion. 

Kid Kaplan, Meriden, Conn., who has per- 
sistently challenged Dundee for a title match and 
posted forfeit money with the Commission, heads 
a list of contenders, which also includes Babe 
Herman, Danny Valger, and Sammy Mandell. 

The action of Dundee, who said he would con- 
tinue his fighting career as a lightweight and junior 
lightweight, is one of the most unusual in ring 
annals. He won the feather title by conquering 
Eugene Criqui, of France, on July 26th; 1925, at 
the polo grounds, but has never defended it, in 
spite of numerous challenges and occasional warn- 
ings from the boxing athorities. Criqui was de- 
throned two months after he won the title from 
Johnny Kilbans at the polo grounds. . Dundee, 
veteran of more than 300 ring battles in thirteen 
years,.also held the junior lightweight title until 
he lost it recently on a decision to Kid Sullivan.
